Barbara Ciucci and Lorinda Jensen were elected Girls' League 
representatives. 

On September 17, the Girls' League held the annual Sophomore Party to welcome the newcomers. Yell leaders for the class were 
Barbara Burmester and Ernestine Williams. Sue Pierce was the Sophomore majorette. 

Showing outstanding ability in Sophomore Football were Roger Martinez, Cliff Greenwood, James Battle, Ura Campbell, and Barry 
Elison. 

For the 2-10 semester, the members of the class elected John Power, President; Bob Baroni, Vice-President, and Peggy Lee, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, as class officers. Sophomore representatives elected to Girls’ League were Jeannette Halliday, Lynda Spanner, and 
Dianne Dias.

Ending the activities of the Sophomore year was ''Swing Softly,"' the Soph Hop.
